The officers stated that the dis- 
tillery had been in operation for 
two months, that it was installed 
by Kelter, who spent two years in 
touring France and Germany to 
learn the secrets of distilling 
brandy. More than a truckload of 
canned apricots was included in 
the stuff confiscated in the raid. 

It was also stated by the offi- 
cers that salesmen for the dis- 
tillers distributed the liquor in 
the five-gallon copper containers, 
concealing them in  pasteboard 
suitboxes during transportation.

STARTED ON OOAST 


The War Department's tnstruc- 
tions to the corps area com- 
manders included a general de- 


scription of the organization and 


purposes of the association of the 
Army of the United States which. 
originating in San Francisco, has 
now expanded into all of the 
Pacific States and which is held 
by War Department officials to 
offer an invaluable means for 
keeping in touch with the citizen 
soldiers betweeh annual periods 
of training. 
It was in connection with the 
growing feeling among the citizen 
officers that Brig.-Gen. Thornwell 
Mullallay of the reserve corps, and 
president of the Far Western As- 
sociation, that some similar asso- 
lation of nationwide scope should 
be fostered in order to stimulate 
interest in military questions, 
called yesterday on Ge Pershing. 
There are indications that the War 
Department may take further 
steps in this direction, although no 
hint of plans that may be under 
consideration has been disclosed. 


ONE ARMY POLICY 

The association of the Army of 
the United States is the first of 
various similar organizations that 
has. recognized in its schemes of 
organization the need of a nation- 
wide relationship outside the Army 
itself through which the one Army 
military poli of the government 
could be developed. For that rea- 
son the instructions sent by the 
War Department to corps area 
comimanders dwelt at length on the 
value of this particular type of 
reserve association in making the 
“one Army” policy that includes 
the Regulars, the National Guard 
and the organized reserves as three 
competent parts of the military 
forces, the effective defensive ma- 
chinery it was intended by its fram- 
ers to become. 

In this western association Reg- 
ular, National Guard and reserve 
officers and even civilians who have 
not found it practicable to seek re- 
serve commissions, but who are in- 
terested in military matters as «a 
question of national defense are 
equally sought in membership, ob- 
viating any competitive spirit or 
partisanship as between the vari- 
ous classes of Army officers. This, 
in iteelf, corps area commenders 
were told, was an essential char- 
acteristic of whatever organizations 
the citisen soldier chose to form 
with the co-operation of the gov 
ernment and the Regular Army.

The introduction of a resolution 
in the house of delegates yester- 
day to amend the bylaws so as to 
eliminate from the house of dele- 
gates such representation as the 
scientific branches now have pre- 
cipitated the fight which is expect- 
e4 to fully develop in the meeting 
of the legislative branch tomor- 
row 


“This fight in the house of dele- 
gates is being made by a faction 
that believes that elimination of 
the section delegates will permit it 
to get control of the American 
Medical Aasociation,”” Dr. C. K. 
Ball of St. Paul declared in pre- 
senting a resolution protesting the 
action to the section on mental and 
nervous diseases today. Under 
the rules of the house of delegates, 
action on the amendment as intro- 
duced will not take place for one 
year. 

Adoption of the amendment, ft 
is sald, would separate the scien- 
tino bodies, representing a large 
part of the association member- 
ship. from the legislative branch, 
and would deprive them of any 
part in the control of policies of 
the organization. 


DISCUSSED PROGRESS 


Dr. Edward Jackson of Denver, 
in discussing a resolution of protest 
in the section on ophthalmology, 
declared the progress and efficiency 
of the association has been based 
largely on the fact that men inter- 
ested in scientific medicine have 
been in control of the asso~lation 
in the past, and that continved suc- 
cess in the future will depend up- 
on these men retaining the control 
of policies. 

The house of delegates will re- 
sume its sessions tomorrow. The 
election of officers is among the 
important matters to be dealt with. 
The membership on the council of 
public health and instruction is to 
be increased from five to ten mem- 
bers, it was announced. The presi- 
dent, Dr. George Edmund de 
Schwinits Of Philadelphia, has the 
authority to appoint members 
whose terms on various council 
boards expire. 

The acientific assemblies today 
started their discussions on vari- 
ous diseases, their treatment and 
relative conditions. 


CALIFORNIAN SPEAKS 

Dr. F. M. Pottinger of Monrovia, 
Cal., in charge of a tuberculosis 
sanatorium, declared the princi- 
pal essential in the sure of the dis- 
ease ig rest. “Rest, sunlight, prop- 
er diet, and quantities of alkali and 
water are the most efficacious in 
the destruction of toxins. radual 
exercise must be introdu to the 
patient after treatment begins,” 
he sald. He considered climatic 
conditions as secondary in the 
treatment of tuberculosis. 

The general practitioner must 
dominate the medical profession, 
and not the specialist, according to 
a statement of Assemblyman Fiske 
of New York. Overspecialization 
was attacked by other speakers in 
the various sectional meetings, 
who generally declared the funda- 
mentals of medicine were more im- 
portant than specialization.

The doctor later left Pueble and 
went to Raton, N. M. He contin- 
ued to correspond with the girl 
and his lettera, she said, were full

Baca wrote his wife telling her 
about the other girl and claimed 
that the other girl was a “poison- 
ous enake” and that she had 
broken up his home . 

This morning Mra. Baca called 
upon the Liberato girl and told her 
the contents of Baca’s letter and 
asked her to desist from her at- 
tentions to the doctor. Believi 
Dr. Baca had deceived her, an 
knowing of the doctor’s great love 
for his daughter, she slipped out 
of the back door of the store in 
which the interview between Mrs.

SAYS FRANCE MUST SHOW 
WORLD THAT SHE IS NoT 
ALWAYS TO BLAME 


(RY DISPATCH | 

PARIS, May 24.—With a much- 

applauded speech against the dom- 
ination of European politics by 
Anglo-Saxon ideas, Andre Tardieu, 
former High Commissioner of 
France in the United States, 
opened the debates of the summer 
session of the Chamber of Depu- 
today. 
He turned his attention to criti- 
.cising America and England. He 
told the government that it must 
decide now on a policy for France 
which would be intelligible to 
Americans and Englishmen and 
would show the whole world that 
France was not always wrong and 
that fully half the troubles of the 
present arose from mistakes En- 
gland and America made at the 
peace conference and after. 

The big Anglo-Saxon mistake, in 
M. Tardieu's opinion, lies in the 
belief that the world is governed 
unequally by economic considera- 
tion. M. Tardieu lamented that 
this belief was not only the result 
of German propaganda, but was ac- 
tually sincerely held by the whole 
financial world, which paid no 
more attention to frontiers than 
did the Socialists. 

In 1919, he sald, Mr. Lioyd 
George showed himself an ad- 
herent of this “economic material- 
ism which suppresses the weak and 
helps the strong.” when he tried to 
allocate Upper Silesia to Germany. 
His opinion was shared by the do- 
minions. 

This conception entailed as its 
ultimate aim the creation of a 
United States of Europe, toward 
which the first step must be the 
revision of those treaties which 
have given Burope its present 
physiognomy. 

To the triumph of this thesis, he 
asserted, the obstacle was 
France, which all the time was in- 
voking treaties without defending 
them or giving reasons for her at- 
titude. The result was that France

V., on his desk at noon today re- 
vealed to that official how Walter 
Ward, millionaire confessed 
slayer of penniless Clarence Peters 
of Haverhill, Mass., was placed in 
the power of blackmailers. The 
contents of the letter were not im- 
parted to newspaper men. 

But Weeks affirmed that they | 
clearly indicate the channels 
through which Peters and any 
other blackmailers who may have 
been associated with Peters ap- 
proathed the secret for the keeping 
of which Ward was willing to pay 
$30,000, anxious to pay an addi- 
tional $560.000 and forced to kill, 

Having read this letter, to which 
he attributes capital importance, 
Weeks announced he will press the 
prosecution of Ward in spite of 
what any other official or officials 
in the Westchester county admin- 
istration and poll machine 
may do. 

GIVE PROOF 

“In the most emphatic manner,” 
said Weeks, 1 proclaim ‘that 
am not satisfied with Ward's story 
of the killing. There are many 
points in it which do not sound 
right. He must prove every state- 
ment. that he has made—and the 
root must be public property. 

“Do not think we have swal- 
lowed his story, ause we 
haven't. If our investigations ro- 
veal its falsity he will be treated 
as any other prisoner.” 

Weeks has further considered 
the possibility that Ward, who 
would forfeit only the $10,000 bail 
in which he is held if he made 
such a move, may attempt to 
leave New York State. For this 
Weeks is forearmed. 

“There is not the least danger of 
his escape,” he said. We have 
seen to that. Any attempt to run 
or hide would result in his im- 
mediate arrest. 


LETTER IS UNSIGNED 

The letter which has so com- 
pletely reversed the Westchester 
County Attorney's attitude toward 
the Peters killimg case, was seen 
but not read by reporters. it is 
unsigned, Wut appeurs to in 
the handwriting of a man. 

The theofy is entertained that 
it has been written and dispatched 
by an blackmalier associate or 
friend of Peters in an attempt to 
besmirch Ward and thus give i’e- 
ters a posthumous revenge It 
came apecial. delivery, the post- 
markings indicating that it was 
posted at 10 o'clock this morning 
at Times Square. 

The message itself is written on 
two ordinary penny and 
a scrap of brown paper. The tWo 
cards have been covered on both 
sides with a fine, and seemingly 
cultured handwriting. KMven the 
engraved stamp marks are covered 
with pen marks Then, as if the 
supply of this unusual stationery 
given out, the concluding 
phrases of the letter are written on 
the scrap of Manila paper. 


SIGNATURE TORN AWAY 


“The letter ends gzwith the sub- 
scripture Resp y.“ Underneath 
this word the Manila paper has 
been carefully torn away. Attor- 
ney Weeks deducts from this fact 
that the writer first signed his 
name and then, changing his 
mind, tore the identifying signa- 
ture awa). Weeks is led to believe 
by the tenor of the letter that the 
writer is anxious to speak to him 
face to face. 

Weeks is no less anxious to speak 
to him and requested newspapers 
today to mention the fact that the 
writer need have no fear in com- 
ing forward. Weeks will not sub- 
ject him to arrest and humiliation 
and will receive any communica- 
tion he has to offer. 

Weeks particularly stressed the 
point that he lends this letter 
great importance and is certain 
it is not the work of a crank. 

The statement that Peters was 
seen on the employee's seat of a 
Ward Baking Company wagon was 
made by a policeman of the 
Mamaroneck police force, several 
days before Ward confessed to the 
murder 


WARD RESIGNS 

Ward was today dislodged from 
his post as Police Commissioner 
of New Rochelle after a tense un- 
der-cover fight to keep his job 
which had been waged ever since 
the news of his confession became 
public.
